This 
will supplement the preliminary 
data obtained by diamond drill 
rigs a couple of summers ago. 


Vertical Shafts 
“The work now starting will 


consist of three vertical shafts. 
Two will be spotted on each of 
the axis on a bench off the left 
abutment. These will go down 
about 25 feet. A third shaft, lo- 
cated in the river section, is ex- 
pected to go down 110 feet. All 
shafts will continue into solid 
rock. 

“These shafts will not only 
give soils men and geologists the 
advantage of visual inspection, 
but. will also supply representa- 
tive and undisturbed samples of 
all types of material encountered. 
These samples can then be studied 
and tested at corps of engineer 
laboratories in Sacramento and 
Sausalito.

The barn, which could well 
serve as a model for persons go- 
ing into the hog business, has 
six farrowing pens on one side 
with an open area on the other— 
on area in which the barn roof 
provides shade for feed troughs 
and from which hogs move out 
onto pasture. 

Pigs Coming On 

At present, Mr. Reece has 12 
gilts and a boar, with other spring 
pigs coming on for market and for 
breeding stock. He plans to far- 
row from 12 to 14 gilts each 
spring and fall. To handle this 
may hogs, he has about eight 
acres of land in use, with pasture 
provided about eight months out 
of the year. 

Mr. Reece has constructed large 
pens, suitable for holding two 
sows with their litters. He moves

Many growers have wondéred 
whether they could increase the 
set of bolls on their cotton plants 
by a late application of fertilizer.

Peach Marketing 
Order Approved 


A marketing order for cling 


growers and processors, according 
to an announcement this week 
from the California department 
of agriculture. About 2,700 grow- 
ers and 46 canners were polled. 

The order allows an advisory 
board to set minimum sizes for 
peaches canned or frozen and al- 
lows producers to divert off grade 
peaches. The department said the 
date on which the order will be- 
come effective will be announced 
within a few days. 

The order will allow the advis- 
ory board to recommend minimum 
size requirements between 2% 
and 2% inches in diameter. Pro- 
cessors will be permitted to div- 
ert off grade peaches, but grow- 
ers will be permitted to deliver 
lots containing no more than 10 
per cent off grade fruit.

servation, stating, ‘‘In the fall 
of 1853 I moved with my family 
from French Gulch, in Calaveras 
county, and arrived at Woods- 
ville (east of Visalia) on April 
1, 1854. I remained three mon- 
ths in the house from which 
Woods was taken by the Indians. 
In that time there were hut two 
women in the place, my w‘f and 
the wife of O. K. Smith, _ 
“We remained at peace with 
the Indians, but in the fall of 
1854, they became troubiesome, 
whereupon we called for assis- 
tance, Lt. Nugent and some sol- 
diers being sent from Fort Miller. 
The lieutenant, with his men, at- 
tacked the Indian camp near 
Woodsville at night, killed one 
Indian, and restored peace, but 
remained in the valley for sev- 
eral months to maintain peace. 
Soon after he left, in the spring 
of 1855, the Indians began to 
threaten again and some depre- 
dations were committed. 
“During the fall of 1855, an 
Indian boy was’ found dead in 
the Kaweah, supposed to have 
been murdered by. some of the 
settlers, who were rapidly in- 
creasing in numbers. Soon after- 


wards, arrows were found shot in- 
to cattle belonging to Mr. Pack- 
wood and three Indians were ar- 
rested and severly whipped, one 
dieing from the result of the 
flogging. 

“Only a short time elapsed until 
depredations_ were committed on 
stocked owned by Mr. Pemberton, 
after which the Indian chief, 
Francisco, who had led the as- 
sault on the Woods party, was 
taken by the settlers and ordered 
to surrender the guilty Indians. 

“Two Indians were brought in 
and tried at a meeting of settlers, 
with the majority voting that they 
be hanged. As they were being 
taken to a convenient tree,one of 
the Indians fell to the ground in a 
faint and the other was killed

A SCHOOL FARM LABORATORY 
1S NEEDED AT PORTERVILLE 

High school 4nd college students can be taught chemistry 
without a laboratory. They can be taught home economics and the 
sciences without laboratories, but school administrators agree that 
a much better job of instruction can be accomplished if well- 
equipped laboratories are available for student use. 

We believe the same line of reasoning applies to agricultural 
instruction. Students can be taught agriculture without laboratory 
facilities, but to do the best job of agricultural instruction, a 
school farm laboratory is needed. 

point seems so obvious to us that we cannot understand 
the apparent lack of interest in a school farm laboratory shown 
by the Porterville Union High School and College board of trus- 
tees; ior can we understand the apparent lack of interest in such 
& project by the several farm organizations that exist within the 
high school and college district. 

Time spent on a high school farm is, in our opinion, more profi- 
tably spent time for the average high school boy than is time spent 
in the science laboratories. 

Not that the science laboratories should be discarded—they 
certainly have a place in the educational program, but, as we see 
the situation, the chance of a boy using knowledge gained on a 
school farm is far greater than is the chance of his using know- 

gained in the science laboratory. 

Basically, the science laboratory is a medium of theorical in- 
struction except in the few cases of students who go on to follow 
scientific study; the school farm laboratory is a medium of prac- 
tical instruction through which students in an agricultural com- 
munity can gain information that may directly help them earn a

Farm land values in Caltfornia 
continue to decline. The peak 
in California was reached in 
March, 1947, according to a re- 
cent report from the U. 8S. De- 
partment of Agriculture. Since 
that time land values have drop- 
ped about 12 per cent. This is 
the largest decline for any state 
in the union. 

While there have been indica- 
tions of declining land values in 
California since 1947, farm real 
estate values for the United States 
as a whole took their first drop 
in ten years during the four 
months ended March, 1949. Vol- 
untary sales of farm land during 
the year ending March, 1949, were 
nearly a third below the peak 
reached for the year ending in 


March, 1947.

With the heavy carry- 
over, supplies of feed grains will 
be among the most liberal ever 
available per animal unit. Hay 
supplies per animal unit also will 
be adequate, though not as abund- 
ant. as last year. 

Food grains are considerably 
below last year’s level. Among the 
oilseeds, the flaxseed crop is ex- 
pected to be the third largest of 
record. 

Soybeans for beans will be less 
than last year, but above aver- 
age. .The cotton acreage is the 
largest since 1937. Potatoes will 
be below average and well below 
last year. Dry beans will fall be- 
low last year’s near-record crop 
but exceed average by a wide mar- 
gin.

WEED CONTROL 
KARL W. OPITZ 
Assistant Farm Advisor 
Most lawn weeds can be easily 
controlled with herbicidal sprays 
if the proper material is used at 
the right time. Broad leaved 
annual and perennial weeds can 
be destroyed in one or two app- 
lications. 


With blue grass, ryegrass, or 
bermuda grass lawns, the butyl 
ester, isopropyl ester, and tri- 
ethanolamine salt of 2,4-D give 
excellent control of most weeds. 
Clover lawns, however, are in- 
jured when the usual concentra- 
tion of herbides are used. 

Crabgrass is not,controled by 
these materials. When ‘crabgrass 
is a problem preparations con- 
taining phenyl mercuric acetate 


|should be used. 


Before spraying the lawn with 
selective herbicides, it should be 
closely mowed and thoroughly 
watered. After the surface mois- 
ture has dried, the herbicide is 
applied. 

Two, three or more days 
should elapse before again water- 
ing the lawn so that the full bene- 
fit of the killing action of the 
chemical will be obtained. With 
heavy infestations of some of 
the perennial weeds, two or more 
applications may be necessary.
